LINES FROM 

UEER what ideas some people get 
into their heads. Fancy anyone 
imagining that Sheffield United and 
our Wednesday friends wanted last Satur¬ 
day’s match to end in a draw 1 It was 
tho last thing the clubs wanted because 
the positions of both in the First Division 
table are not as secure as they would like 
and extra Cup matches can havo repercus¬ 
sions in the League. 

Ono hopes that tho tie does not develop 
into a Cup serial. There was little to 
choose betwoon tho teams at Hillsborough 
and just as ground advantage was no big 
benefit to Wednesday, so Bramall Lane 
will not give our team any big pull this 
afternoon. If, of courso, tho teams aro 
lovoi aftor 90 minutes thcro will bo extra 
time. 

Maybe the match at Hillsborough was 
far removed from a football classic. But 
what can you expect in a *‘Dorby" duel, 
especially when it is a Football Associa¬ 
tion Cup tie ? Players aro only human, 
they aro bound to become excited and in 
the boat of tho strugglo go into tackles a 
shade too keenly. 

PLENTY OF THRILLS. 

CjOME fouls, however, look far worse than 
they actually are and are duo to imper¬ 
fect timing. Little viciousness was soon. 
Hard-fought the tie certainly was and it 
was heavy work, too, on a ground that 
was heavy going. 

At tho same time it was not without 
plenty of thrills and incidents that will 
stick in the minds of those who were 
present. There was the Hagan dribble 
which led to Toner scoring United's goal; 
the- Quixall header early on and the magni¬ 
ficent save Ryalls made from Ringstead in 
the first half soon after Toner had scored.

Ryalls also excelled when he dived to 
Hawksworth's feet and prevented the 
winger restoring United's lead after Shaw 
had equalised for Wednesday. 

Thero was also the fine save Burgin 
made from , tho powerful drive by Sewell 
and several cute passes by Quixall. who 
with Finney made a very dangerous Wed¬ 
nesday right wing. Unitedites can appre¬ 
ciate the quality ol those young Wednes- 
dayites and dospite differences of opinion, 
we think a good doal more of these young¬ 
sters will be heard as they grow in 
experience. 

NO COMMENT. 

W E pass no comment on the dramatic 
incident of the last minute, when 
Shaw put tho ball over the United line. 
Wo could arquo until doomsday as to 
whether or not it was a goal. What good 
would it do ? None at all. 

The referee was well up and saw the 
incident. He said that the ball was kicked 
while Burerin was holdinq it and he gave 
a foul. His word is final and he was never 
in any doubt. 

Tho hope is that the result today is clear 
cut, so that everybody will feel satisfied 
that no iniustice has been done. One team 
must pass out.. More's the pity. Far better 
if the two Sheffield clubs could have 
steered clear of each other until well on 
the road to Womblev 1 On the other hand, 
if thev had been drawn apart they miaht 
have been tumbled out and the city be 
without representation in tho Cup Fourth 
Round. 

What the draw has produced you all 
know. Both teams have every incentive to 
go all out again this afternoon. May the 
best team win and that team be United 1 






















THE 1928 REPLAY,. 

TV/TOST people will be interested to know 
A * a little more detail about the nith 
round Cup replay between United and 
Wednesday in February, 1928, after the 
teams had drawn 1—1 at Hillsborough, 
where. Seed "lost" the ball and Len Birks 
cleared before he realised it was at his 
heels, 

Sheffield United won the replay by 4—1. 
Outside-right Partridge scored first after 
half-an-hour's play and no other goal was 
scored in tho first half. Eiahteen minutes 
after half-time, however, Harry Johnson, 
our centre-forward scored a second goal 
and within two more minutes had secured 
a third . The gay centre-forward went on 
to complete his hat-trick. 

Mark Hooper scored for Wednesday five 
minutes from time with a penalty kick. The 
only previous player to have scored three 
goals in a United-Wednesday match was 
Teddy Glennon (Wed.) who got four on 
March Gth, 1918. ' Others have done so 
since, of course. 

The attendance at the two Wednesday- 
United matches in 1928 wore : Hillsborough 
57.076, receipts £4,336. At Bramall Lane: 
59,447, receipts £3,807. Teams wore:

VISIT OF CHELSEA. 

CJO much for the Cup. Now to the League, 
which, alter all, is more vital to all 
clubs in the long run because the League 
provides the duhg with the^r bread and 
butter. Our visitors next Saturday are 
Chelsea and it will be a stiff test because 
Cholsea are a much-improved team all 
round. 

True, they were beaten in the Cup-tio 
at The Hawthorns by West Bromwich 
Albion last Saturday, but only by one 
goal and they came out of tho duel with 
no little credit. 

They had previously gone through nine 
matches without a defeat and teams they 
had met included Burnley (won 2—1 at 

home), Bolton (1—1 away), Preston (1_0 

home). Newcastle (1—1 awav). Manchester 
United (3—1 home, Blackpool —1 homo), 
Cardiff (2—0 home), Cardiff (0—0 away), 
and Charlton 1—1 away). 

GOOD PLAYERS. 

£JHELSEA have good players in their 
ranks. There is Bentley, the England 


forward, who has been to tho fore-front 
for several seasons and who is a consis¬ 
tent scorer as well as a craftsman. The 
inside men are McNichol and Stubbs, and 
McNichol is one of the smartest up-and- 
coming young men knocking around. 
Stubb3 has fully justified the high hopes 
placed in him. 

Winger Parsons is the former West Ham 
player and is a very capable player 
indeed, while outside-left Blunstone is an 
England "future." Tho former youngster 
from Crewe Alexandra has been chosen to 
play at outside-left for England against 
Italy at Bologna on January 20th in the 
Intermediate International match. 

Greenwood, tho centre half-back, is the 
one-time Bradford player and a man who 
had been well to the fore for several 
seasons. He's a sound pivot who gives 
little away. Saunders is a former amateur 
half-back star who has mado the grade as 
a professional this season. Armstrong is 
a well-seasoned right-half and a difficult 
man to beat. 

The defensive trio of Robertson, Harris 
and Williams is very effective. 

HAD BROKEN NOSES. 

UNITED, however, have good players, too, 
and the return of Hagan to match play 
is welcome. Ho will be all the better for 
having played last Saturdav after his long 
lay off through illness. He had missed 
seven matches and no amount of training 
is equal to match play to get a player 
back to fighting trim. 

We reckon it was a good performance 
to draw with Blackpool at Bloomfield Road, 
especially when it is bom in r/.ind that loo 
Shaw and Howard Johnson both had their 
noses broken in the heavy struggle with 
Bolton Wanderers the previous day. They 
have grit and no mistake. 

All will be determined Jo collect two 
points on Saturday.

GO THE WHOLE 

W EDNESDAY know Bramall Lane of 
old. Indeed, they played F.A. cup 
ties on this ground before Sheffield 
United came into existence. They had 
some exciting matches here before they 
went to Olive Grovo in 1887. 

Our neighbours have great Cup tradi¬ 
tions and as was seen last Saturday, they 
go tho whole 90 minutes. The present 
team are in a transitional stage and two 
of their players were having their first 
experience of a local "Derby." Judging 
by their work they were by no means over¬ 
awed by tho ocassion. 

The two players were left-back Ivor 
Seemley and centre half-back Barrie 
Butler, both of whom are six footers and 
about 12 stone in weight. It was certainly 
a hard gruelling match. 

Here are some details about the Wed¬ 
nesday men. 

BRIAN RYA1LS has been ono of the 
"discoveries" of tho season. He joined 
Wednesday from Grimethorpo Colliery in 
November 1952, and becamo a professional 
just a year ago. Ho made his first League 
appearance in Wednesday's first team 
against Sheffield United at Bramall Lane 
on September 12th and has never looked 
back. A part-timer, Ryalls, who works 
down the pit has exceptional anticipation 
and makes his job look easy. Only 20. 
SHEFFIELD BORN BACKS. 
VINCENT KENNY, right-back, is a nativo 
of Sheffield and has had a fair amount 
of Leaguo experience. It was during tho 
war, when playing for Atlas & Norfolk, 
that he slgnod amateur forms for Wednes¬ 
day and became a professional when ho 
came out of the Services. 

IVOR SEEMLEY, loft-back, had played in 
only two first team matches prior to tho 
cup-tie. Ho went to Wednesday from Firth 
Park Grammar School towards tho ond of 
the war and has been steadily developed 
by thorn. Ho has comploted his National 
Service. Originally he was a half-back 
but on his showing last Saturday ho is a 
very useful man to have in dofonco. 

EDDIE GANNON, right half-back, is an 
Irishman, having been born in Dublin, and 
he ranks as one of tho best wing half-backs 
in the game today. Wednesday secured 
him from Notts. County in season 1948-49 
at a big fee, and his appearances for Eiro 
in International matches have now reached 

double figures. . 

BARRIE BUTLER, centre half-back, is 20 
years of ago and was bom at Hedcar. 
South Bank, the club which has produced 
many fine players at one time or another, 
gave him his early chances and he came 
to Sheffield Wednesday just over a year

ago. There is good football in him and 
there is no reason why he should not 
develop into a first-class pivot. 

GEORGE DAVIES, left half-back, joined 
Wednesday from Oswestry during the sea¬ 
son 1950-51 and is a tough proposition, 
With many comers on his frame he is 
difficult to pass. When he tackles he does 
so with great determination. Davies has 
been Wednesday's regular left half-back 
except when injured. 

ALAN FINNEY, the outside-right, is an 
other 20 year old. Bora at Langwith, he 
camo under Wednesday's wing as soon as 
he left school, finding his feet with Arm- 
thorpe Youth Club and Wednesday's 
junior teams. He made -his debut in 
League football against Chelsea at Hills¬ 
borough in 1951 when he was only 17. He 
plays for England against Italy in the inter¬ 
mediate International. 

ALBERT QUIXALL. inside-right, is Shef¬ 
field bora and became an English school¬ 
boy international when he was at MeyneU 
Road Secondary School. Was taken in 
hand by Wednesday when he left school 
and made his League debut in the same 
match as Finney, also when only 17. 
Quixall has this season played for England 
against Wales and the FJ.F.A. and also 
for the Football League in Ireland. 

Like Finney he is doing his National 
Service in the Royal Corps of Signals. 

JACK SHAW, tho centre-forward, was 
transferred to Wednesday from Rotherham 
United during the close season. A native 
of Edlington, near Doncaster, Shaw can 
play at inside-forward as well as centre- 
forward. Ho was one of Rotherham's 
promotion winning team, breaking the club 
record for a season by scoring over 40 
goals. Tho record was previously held by 
Walter Ardron. 

JACK SEWELL, inside-left, is another of 
Wednesday's international forwards. 
Played for England this season against 
Hungary, and against Austria in Vienna 
in 1952 when England gained a striking 
victory. Bora at Whitehaven, Sewell came 
to the front with Notts. County and Wed¬ 
nesday paid a record fee for his transfer 
in March, 1951. A strong player with a 
fine sense of positioning, Sewell is also 
a powerful shot. 

DENNIS WOODHEAD. outside-left, used 
to play for Hillsborough Boys' Club during 
the war and thero camo under the eyes of 
Wednesday. During the war ho also 
served in the R.A.F. on a night bomber 
and mado many trips over Germany. 
Woodhead is one of the fastest wingers in 
the game and can also be dangerous with 
cross drives.
